o 3 “inches or more) and: a liberal ap- 


plication of well rotted manure, 

compost, or leaf mold turned under 

several weeks before planting the 
bulbs. Procure good solid bulbs and plant them as early as they can be 
obtained; although early planting is desirable late planting (early November) 
gives satisfactory results. Plant the bulbs deeply, 6 to 8 inches. apart if 
they are to remain down for several years, and cover with soil two and 
one-half to three times the height of the bulb from base to tip. Bone meal 
or superphosphate are excellent fertilizers if no others are available. A 
light dressing of a high-nitrogen fertilizer (5-10-5) may be broadcast over 
the bulbs when the tips of the leaves show in early spring; it will help to 
produce larger and finer flowers after the bulbs have been down for 2 or 
3 years.
